The Proprietors are aware of the fact that our Report 
at this season cannot profess to give the results of the 
current Outfit, or to predict accurately the nature of the 
Accounts, which will be made up on the 31st May next. 
We are able, however, to state that the returns of the year 
promise to be satisfactory, so far as the quantity of Furs 
is concerned, although a partial falling off has taken place 
in Martens, and although a large portion of the returns 
from Mackenzie’s River have not been forwarded. As is 
generally the case where one species of Fur is deficient 
another is more abundant than usual. 

The Ships which sailed for Hudson’s Bay in June last 
have returned in safety, having delivered their Cargoes, 
outward and homeward, in good order. The attempt made 
by us to re-open the trade with the Esquimaux, North of 
Churchill, and to profit in some degree by the Whale 
fishing, has not, we are sorry to say, been successful. 
The failure, however, in the latter branch of enterprise, is 
we believe common to the “Ocean Nymph,” and to almost 
every other vessel engaged in the same pursuit. 




The present condition of commercial affairs in the City 
of London has not been favorable for the sale of our 
property in Fenchurch Street, on such terms as the 
Committee are prepared to accept. The delay is to be 
regretted, but it appears preferable to incurring a sacrifice 
under the present circumstances of the market for such 
property in the city. 

The depression in Vancouver’s Island and British 
Columbia still continues, and the unsettled state of the 
question of the Capital of the United Colony has a 
tendency to augment it. We believe, however, that we 
have placed our business there on a sounder footing, and 
we shall continue to take measures for reducing the 
expenses incurred on the West Coast of America, so far 
as is compatible with maintaining the commercial position 
of the Company. 

The accidental discovery of a new “ digging” and the 
influx of population, or an increase in the trade of the 
Coast consequent on the occupation of Russian America 
by the United States, may at any moment create a 
demand for goods far exceeding that which existed 
previously, and largely augment the profits of those 
Merchants who are prepared to meet the new call. 


In Rupert’s Land itself, we are glad to say that 
according to information which we have received from more 
than one quarter, symptoms of a disposition to settle are 
visible, and this fact makes us the more anxious for a 
speedy conclusion of the questions pending between the 



Company and Her Majesty’s Government. At this time, 
however, we are absolutely without any information on 
this important subject, beyond that which has already 
been communicated to the Shareholders. 


The Commission on the Claims of the Company against 
the United States of America, is we believe, at the present 
moment in Session at Washington. 

Although the rates at which our Furs were sold in the 
Autumn were somewhat lower than those obtained in the 
Spring, yet looking to the returns on hand, the Governor 
and Committee think themselves justified in recommend¬ 
ing that the usual interim Dividend of Eight Shillings per 
Share, should be paid in January. 

It will now be for the Proprietors to elect a Governor, 
Deputy-Governor, and Committee, as well as Auditors, for 
the ensuing year.
